Temple  Outlines  VCU  Overhaul 


An  administrative  reorganization 
plan  designed  to  reduce  wasted  time, 
effort,  and  resources  was  outlined  to  the 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University 
Board  of  Visitors  today  by  President  T. 
Edward  Temple.  The  plan  would  add 
three  key  administrative  positions  and 
leave  vacant  two  vice  president  posi- 
tions. Temple  said  in  an  interview  be- 
fore the  board  meeting  that  activities  on 
the  two  VCU  campuses  are  "not  being 
too  well  managed  now  because  of  frag- 
mentation of  responsibilities. 

He  said  his  plan,  which  would  add  a 
provost  for  administration,  a  director  of 
operations  and  a  director  of  administra- 
tive information  management,  could 
correct  some  of  the  management  diffi- 
culties. 

The  provost  for  administration. 
Temple  said,  would  be  equal  in  respon- 
sibilities to  the  two  current  provosts, 
one  of  whom  is  in  charge  of  the  aca- 
demic campus  and  the  other  of  whom  is 
in  charge  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia campus.  The  new  provost  would 
not  be  au  intermediary  between  the 
president  air  I  the  other  two  provosts 
but  would  report  directly  to  Temple,  as 
the)  do. 
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The  university  has  been  plagued 
with  recurrent  administrative  difficulties 
since  it  was  formed  by  a  merger  of  Rich- 
mond Professional  Institute  and  MCV 
in  1968,  officials  have  acknowledged. 
The  added  administrative  positions  and 
an  attorney  for  the  university  also  pro- 
posed by  Temple  todav  would  cost  an 
additional  $200,000  during  the  1976-78 
biennium  but  should  enable  the  univer- 
sity to  save  more  than  that  amount, 
Temple  told  the  board.  The  university 
has  been  involved  in  several  lawsuits 
and  needs  an  attorney  to  deal  with  legal 
problems  on  both  campuses,  Temple 
said. 

Temple,  who  was  named  president  of 
the  university  last  June,  was  vice  presi- 
dent for  development  and  university  re- 
lations. That  position  would  be  left  va- 
cant, along  with  an  authorized  but 
unfilled  vice  presidency  for  planning 
and  operations.  The  new  organization 
would  be  transitional.  Temple  told  the 
board,  and  would  be  modified  as  the 
need  arises. 

The  provost  for  administration,  he 
said,  would  be  in  charge  of  five  existing 
directors  heading  the  computer  center, 
the  personnel  department,  auxiliary  en- 
terprises, security,  and  institutional  re- 
search and  planning.  The  director  of 
operations  would   have  total  responsi- 


bility for  the  university's  capital  outlay 
and  construction  program.  "We  now 
have  six  or  seven  persons  dealing  with 
the  state  on  buildings  and  capital  out- 
lay, and  we  want  to  pull  this  together  so 
that  one  person  represents  the  univer- 
sity on  this  question.     Temple  said. 

The  director  of  administrative  infor- 
mation management,  he  said,  would  be 
responsible  for  development  of  statis- 
tical information  needed  by  the  State 
Council  of  Higher  Education  and  fed- 
eral agencies.  The  person  hired  for  the 
job  also  would  help  develop  informa- 
tion needed  for  budget  planning. 
Temple  said. 

He  said  the  appointment  of  a  provost 
for  administration  would  allow  him  to 
spend  more  time  in  long-range  plan- 
ning and  development  of  priorities  for 
the  university.  "Each  dean  has  a  ten- 
dency to  do  his  own  planning,  and  often 
does  not  see  what's  good  for  the  overall 
university.  If  this  goes  on  without  some 
leadership  at  the  top,  it  can  lead  to 
chaos.  Temple  explained.  Temple  said 
the  reorganization  also  would  enable 
him  to  spend  more  time  with  organiza- 
tions outside  the  university  that  have  an

Dr.  Herbert  Lee  will  retire  from  full- 
time  status  next  month.  Doctor  Lee 
helped  Doctor  Bigger  run  a  short- 
staffed  surgery  department  through 
World  War  II  and  did  most  of  the  de- 
partment s  work  in  the  mid  50  s  when 
Doctor  Bigger  was  disabled.  Doctor  Lee  s 
clear  and  direct  approach  to  problems, 
plus  his  sensitivity  to  patients  and  other 
physicians,  made  him  an  outstanding 
teacher  of  students  and  residents  and 
attracted  one  of  the  largest  single  prac- 
tices MCV  will  ever  know.  Much  of  our 
clinical  acumen  came  from  him.  .  .  . 

Dr.  Edward  Paarfus  died  on  Decem- 
ber 25th.  Ted  was  a  senior  statesman  for 
our  class  of  1955.  Like  the  fourth  Wise 
Man,  his  course  in  life  was  dictated  not 
by  his  own  dreams  but  by  needs  of  oth- 
ers, by  war  and  by  family  tragedy  which 
ended  his  exemplary  general  practice. 
In  MCV  as  a  psychiatrist  his  extraordi- 
nary wisdom  and  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine made  him  an  invaluable  counselor 
of  medical  and  nursing  students.  The 
school  was  utterly  dependent  upon  him.

VCU  Trims  Projected 
Enrollment  by  a  Third 

Virginia   Commonwealth   University 


expects  to  enroll  onlj  20,000  students 

by  the  early  1980s  rather  than  the 
30,000  projected  in  its  master  plan  five 
years  ago.  University  officials  are  reus- 
ing the  school's  master  plan  to  reflect 
the  smaller  enrollment  Dr.  Roger 
Smith,  director  of  institutional  planning 
and  research,  told  a  meeting  of  the  Ian 
District  Association  last  night  that  the 
smaller  enrollment  foreseen  in  the  next 
lew  years  is  a  result  of  an  unexpected 
drop  in  the  rate  of  college  enrollment 
nationwide.  Because  of  the  lower  ex- 
pectations for  enrollment  growth,  Dr. 
Smith  said,  fewer  new  buildings  will  be 
needed  on  the  academic  campus  in  the 
near  West  End.  The  university  also  will 
be  able  to  provide  more  ground-level 
parking  spaces  than  it  had  anticipated 
earlier. 

Although  enrollment  will  grow  only 
2,000  or  so  from  the  present  18,000  on 
both  campuses,  some  500,000  addi- 
tional square  feet  of  classroom  space 
and  an  additional  500.000  square  feet  of 
dormitory  and  other  space  will  be 
needed  by  the  early  1980s.  The  revised 
master  plan  should  be  ready  to  submit 
to  state  authorities  within  a  month  or 
so.  Among  the  new  buildings  being 
considered  by  university  officials  now  is 
a  classroom  structure  to  be  located  on 
the  West  Mosque  parking  lot.   If  that 
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building  is  constructed,  other  arrange- 
ments would  have  to  be  made  for  park- 
ing for  Mosque  events.  Although  a 
large  parking  deck  for  the  university 
had  been  determined  earlier  to  be  eco- 
nomically unfeasible  because  of  the 
high  fees  that  would  be  required,  uni- 
versity officials  hope  to  get  together 
with  city  officials  and  the  Richmond 
Metropolitan  Authority  to  plan  a  deck 
for  combined  Mosque  and  university 
use. 

The  projected  enrollment  of  about 
20,000  for  the  early  1980s,  Dr.  Smith 
said,  includes  about  17,500  students  on 
the  academic  campus  and  about  2,500 
on  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  cam- 
pus. The  decreased  enrollment  growth 
will  affect  primarily  the  academic  cam- 
pus, which  VCU  officials  expected 
would  have  some  27,500  students  by 
the  1980s  when  they  drew  up  the  initial 
master  plan. 

The  1976  General  Assembly  ap- 
proved only  a  handful  of  projects  out  of 
some  $63  million  in  college  buildings 
recommended  by  Gov.  Mills  E.  God- 
win, Jr.,  and  future  capital  outlay  ap- 
propriations are  uncertain.  However, 
the  Assembly  did  approve  a  $99  million 
bond  issue  for  construction  of  a  Medical 
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College  of  Virginia  hospital  complex 
and  renovation  of  several  existing  MCV 
facilities.
